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Several major developments affected the Division’s operations during fiscal 
year 1996. On top of its regular workload, the Division implemented the legislation 
resulting from the Uruguay Round Agreements Act to provide for registration of 
works whose copyrights had been restored. Work continued on plans for 
implementing procedures for the Copyright Office Registration, Recordation and 
Deposit System (CORDS), successfully initiated in February. The Division began to 
receive submissions for works transmitted online on communications networks such as 
Internet. Procedures were formulated for these works. In addition, new technologies 
in the recording industry affected the Performing Arts Section. The Division 
continued to work closely with the Register and the Acting General Counsel on these 


and other issues. 


SUBSTANTIVE DEVELOPMENTS AND ISSUES 


Gatt Task Group 


A task group comprised of several subgroups was responsible for planning and 
developing the forms, procedures and practices for handling GATT claims. The 
forms subgroup worked with the Information and Reference Division to develop a 
regular GATT form, a GATT Group form and continuation sheets for both. An 
instructions subgroup developed the form instructions. In consultation with the 
Receiving and Processing Division, a procedures subgroup established workflow 
procedures for the Examining Division, including correspondence and special 


handling procedures. A practices subgroup created a GATT Practices Manual 


containing (1) general information regarding the law and regulations, (2) general 
registration policies, (3) specific practices relating to the application and deposit and 
(4) workflow procedures. The practices group continued to meet throughout the year 
and membership was rotated in September to include new representatives from each 
section. A four month rotation of members is anticipated so that the entire staff of 


examiners is eventually trained in examining the GATT works. 


Representatives from the Division met with the Copyright Office wide GATT 
Task Group and the C.O. Processing Task Group to coordinate the implementation of 
the URAA legislation. The Division worked closely with the Cataloging Division’s 


Documents Unit on several substantive issues arising in the GATT NIE filings. 


Since January when the legislation took effect, the COINS records show that 
191 group claims and 228 single (419 total) claims have been received to register 
works whose copyrights were restored under URAA. The bulk of these claims are 
motion picture and music claims. Included in the literary works were ten claims for 
works first published in the Peoples Republic of China, some of which had been 
pending in the Office for many years because of the unclear status of eligibility for 


such works. 


Copyright Office Registration, Recordation and Deposit System (CORDS) 


The first CORDS registration was received on February 27 from Carnegie 
Mellon University in Pittsburgh, PA. This was a major event for the Copyright 
Office and the Examining Division. Four claims were received at that time; two 
were registered and two remained in correspondence at the end of the fiscal year. In 
order to proceed with more registrations from CMU, the CORDS system needed 
additional programming and some refinements to both the regular application and the 
scripted application. In September, two more claims were received and the 


correspondence was completed for the February claims. 


Four Benin Division staff members are working steadily on developing 
and implementing CORDS. The Assistant Chief, Julia Huff, is a member of the 
Policy Steering Committee, the Policy Committee, and the Implementation Group. 
The Special Assistant to the Chief, Melissa Dadant, is a member of the Policy 
Committee and Implementation Group and has served in an administrative capacity to 
Mary Levering, the Associate Register for National Copyright Programs, who heads 
the CORDS efforts for the Office. Two examiners from the Literary Section, Gene 
Berry and Tom Skallerup, have worked closely with the Copyright Automation Group 
to test the registration system and they worked closely with Ms. Dadant and the 


Library’s ITS representatives to create a scripted version of the application. 


Registration for Works Transmitted Online (Online Works) 


The Division began to receive a number of claims and inquiries this year for 
online works. Because neither the definition of "publication" in the copyright law nor 
our deposit regulations specifically addresses works transmitted online, we held the 
works for further study. After consultation with the Register, the Division formulated 
practices including deposit requirements for online works. The Office’s position 
regarding publication is that online transmission may be considered publication under 
the definition in the statute, but that it is up to the applicant to decide whether a 
particular online work has been published or not. The Division formulated a deposit 
requirement under the existing deposit regulations that allows for the deposit of either 
(1) a computer disk with a small amount of identifying material, or (2) identifying 


material alone (no disk) representing the complete work. 


An information leaflet was written by the Examining Division and forwarded 
to Information and Reference Division to be made a circular. There are many issues 
facing the Division regarding online works, including how to register daily updates to 
online serials. As the year closes, the Division plans to work with the Library on the 


deposit and acquisitions issues surrounding online works. 


New Technologies in the Performing Arts 


The Performing Arts Section began to receive claims in sound recordings fixed 
on CDs that can be played in a normal audio CD player or in a CD-ROM player, 
displaying audiovisual elements. The sound recording claims submitted thus far in 
these works do not extend to the audiovisual material. Although this product has 
been known by several names, the industry has apparently settled on the name "CD 


Extra." 


The Section issued a revised practice that permits registration of derivative 
sound recordings prepared from monaural recordings, The Office’s long-standing 
position, based on studies carried out in the 1970’s, had been that it was virtually 
impossible to create a copyrightable derivative sound recording by reprocessing a 
monaural recording. Remastering of a monaural recording offered no possibility of 
any creative manipulation of the preexisting sounds because there was no way to 
effectively dissect the single sound source to remix the sounds. There have, however, 
been tremendous advances in recording technology over the last decade. Recently 
developed digital reprocessing systems such as "Cedar" and "Sadie Editing" enable a 
studio to create multiple tracks from a monaural master and then remix the sounds. 
Not all studios have this capability; therefore, the section must correspond where the 


basis of the claim in such a derivative work is not clear. 


Architectural Works 


Several Examining Division personnel met with the Register and determined 
that publication of an architectural work could occur when the underlying plans are 
".,.made available" to the public, for example in a preliminary brochure featuring a 
simple perspective drawing plus basic floor plans of a house. In practical terms, the 
reference in 17 C.F.R. sec. 202.11 to "made available" could be equated with 
"offered for sale." Thus, if full blueprints are offered for sale to the public via a 
brochure featuring the basic floor plan drawing plus a rendering of one or more 
elevations, it is possible that publication of the entire architectural work has occurred 


if the fuller blueprints exist in fixed form at that time. 


The Office will ordinarily accept as the date of publication either the date the 
brochure was published or the date the complete drawings were published, and let the 
applicant determine what was actually published on that date. Acceptable deposit for 
such registrations would stem from what was considered to have been published on 


the date given in the application. 


Short Forms 


In response to a concern raised by the ACCORD group in 1994, the Office 
designed and issued short forms for classes TX, VA and PA. The Division was 
involved in the development of these forms and in assisted also in developing an 


announcement to help publicize the availability of the forms. 


The Division found that the forms have generated much correspondence. The 
forms are designed for a new works by a single author/claimant who is not an 
employer for hire. Numerous applications for two or more authors/claimants and 
works made for hire have been received. In cases where the authors/claimants 
contributed to a single element, the applications were accepted. In some cases where 
the form is not appropriate, the staff has been able to annotate the application or 
transfer the information to a regular form. The forms were recently revised to try to 
accommodate some of the problems with the forms and their instructions. Currently, 
the Division is assessing problem applications in an effort to evaluate the usefulness 
of the short forms and to determine whether or not we should continue to offer these 


forms for registration. 


Group registration of photographs 


The Division continued to work with the Register and the Acting General 
Counsel on a major policy decision to permit group registration of unpublished or 
published photographs without the deposit of actual photographs. A proposed 
regulation was issued and comments were received, followed by a public hearing on 
June 26. The hearing focused on not only the proposed regulation but also on a 
sudden compromise proposal put forth by some photography groups that had 
previously initiated this whole effort to provide better registration option(s) for 
photographers. This compromise proposal featured an automatic waiver of statutory 


damages/attorney fees if registering under the group photograph option. 


At the close of the year, the Office has summarized all of the materials 


received after the hearing and is preparing to consider the proposed regulation further. 


NOTEWORTHY CASES 


Performing Arts Section 


MALCOM X: We received an adverse claim from an individual claiming to 
be a co-author and co-owner of this theatrical film with Warner Bros., Inc. He 


claimed that he contributed to both the script and the direction of the film. In his 
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statement, he explained that he decided on his own to get involved in the making of 
the film to ensure that it presented Malcom’s life and. the Muslim religion accurately. 
Using his own money he followed the film crew on location and obtained the eventual 
approval of, and support for, his efforts from the director, Spike Lee. He 
acknowledged that Warner Bros. took the position that he had no interest in the film, 


and he was in the process of filing suit against the firm. 


In light of the position among theatrical film producers that such works are 
made for hire and the producer is sole author and owner, we asked the applicant to 
further clarify his contributions to the film and explain why he believed his 
contribution was different from those of other authors/employees. In reply, he 
documented his contributions. He argued that because of these contributions and the 
fact that he was never put under contract as an employee for hire, he was a co-author 


and co-claimant. We entered the claim on this basis as an adverse claim. 


Unpublished Work by F. Liszt: We received a claim in a piano piece, 
WALSE (IN A MAJOR), by Franz Liszt as an unpublished work. The claimant, 
Thorpe Music Publishing Company, stated that it had obtained the copyright from the 


estate. The work is due to be published for the first time in April of this year. 
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MYSTERY OF THE THIRD PLANET: The section received a request from 
an attorney on behalf of Soyuzmultfilm Studio and Films By Jove, Inc. to cancel the 
registration made by Five Star Film International, In¢. under PA 167-924. Films by 
Jove, Inc. asserted that it was the current owner of copyrights in a large number of 
Soviet films and that Five Star Film International, Inc. had fraudulently registered 
claims in 107 of these films. The attorney included supporting documents from 
previous Soviet sources to show that Five Star International could not have obtained 
U.S. rights in these works. In spite of the documentation submitted, we rejected the 
request to cancel on the basis that our Office had made no error in placing the 
registration on record and because of our long-standing policy of not cancelling a 
registration at the request of an adverse party. We offered registration as an adverse 
claim and suggested that Films by Jove might want to file a document explaining their 


position. 


National Center for Jewish Films: An attorney representing this group 
appealed our decision to reject claims in four Yiddish films made and distributed 
theatrically in the 1930’s. The rejection was based on publication without notice. 

The attorney’s appeal was centered about limited publication that she said did not 
divest copyright in the works. The Office maintained its position, however, that these 


works had been first published by distribution to theaters and at least one of the films 
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received a very wide exposure and commercial succeg$s, according to various reviews 


at the time. 


Literary Section 


A Gatt claim was received for a book written by Gertrude Stein while she was 
domiciled in France. The claim raised the question of whether a work by a U.S. author 
could be restored under the URAA. We determined that the fact that the author was 
domiciled in a Berne country (along with all other necessary qualifications) did make the 
work eligible for restoration. Though it is generally applicable only to "foreign" works, 


the URAA does not explicitly exclude works by U.S. citizens from restoration. 


Renewals Section 


In a first appeal case the Renewals Section received a request for reconsideration 
of our refusal to register a renewal claim submitted in the name of the child of a deceased 
"co-author." The deceased co-author was actually not an author but was a spouse whose 
husband had written the work. In asserting the co-authorship claim the child relied on 
the community property laws of the state of California and the holding of the California 
Court of Appeals in In Re the Marriage of Worth 139 Cal. App. 3d 771, 241 Cal. Rptr. 
135 (1987) that a copyright is automatically transferred to both spouses by operation of 


the California law of community property. Our response supported the rejection made by 
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the Examiner arguing that within the renewal framework of the statute, Congressional 
intent must be interpreted as negating co-authorship imputed under a state law theory of 
community property by giving the renewal right to a non-author spouse only upon death 
of the author and only in the status as surviving spouse, and not during the author’s 
lifetime. 


A second appeal was received, considered and rejected by the Appeals Board. 


First Church of Christ Scientist: In 1966, Robert Peal published a biography of 
Mary Baker Eddy listing only his name as author on the copyright application for the 
work registered in that year. During the renewal period, the Office registered a renewal 
application in the name of Mr. Peal’s executors as renewal claimants. The First church 
of Christ Scientist later filed a renewal application for this work listing the name of Mary 
Baker Eddy as a joint author based upon their assertion that the biography contained 
many original, and previously unpublished poems, letters and writings authored by Mary 
Baker Eddy. Proof of her authorship was a self-serving document signed by an attorney 
employed by the First Church of Christ Scientist which was recorded in the Copyright 
Office records. Under our Examining practices, a self serving document is regarded as 
insufficient proof of authorship, and we refused registration of the renewal claim. We 
did, however, offer the applicant the option of a separate registration if they regarded the 


use of the Eddy material in the work as an unauthorized publication. 
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Visual Arts Section 


COLLECCION FIRESTONE involves a brochure by a member of the Firestone 
family who owns the several paintings reproduced in the brochure advertising an art 
exhibition. The application names Ms. Firestone Fox as author (employer for hire) of 
reproductions and of compilation of reproductions. Also included were separate claims in 
each of three famous unpublished paintings naming the respective painter as author and 
naming Ms.Firestone Fox as claimant with transfer statement referring only to sales and 
assignments of respective original paintings. The Office wrote questioning her status as 
author of reproductions and questioned the transfer statement as not specifically including 
the copyright along with ownership of the physical painting. Further correspondence 
revealed that the publisher/lithographer was the author of the reproductions and that 
copyright had been transferred to Ms. Firestone Fox. Likewise, Ms. Firestone Fox had 


acquired ownership of the respective copyrights in the paintings. 


Appeals Board Considerations 


Several works were considered by the Appeals Board during the year. Among 
them were DON AND DONNA GO TO BAT where the issue involves the right to 
renew; MAN BY A CAMPFIRE, where the issue is the right to claim ownership of a 


work by Picasso; MCLINTOCK! about registration of a screenplay apart from the 
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published motion picture; DIAMOND SHAPE BOTTLE, involving separability of 


sculptural authorship from utilitarian shape; LUMPIES and PRIMITIVE 
HEARTHSIDES where the issue concerns the separability of sculptural authorship for 
two candle designs; a work entitled FAIRWAY COLLECTION I, a collection of 
furniture designs constructed with golf clubs, again a matter of separability of sculptural 
authorship; and a work entitled NEWPORT ’69 POP FESTIVAL, in which the applicant 
based his claim to ownership of copyright on abandonment and his possession of a 


physical copy of the motion picture. 


The Office was served with notices under 17 U.S.C Sec. 411(a) for the works 
entitled MCLINTOCK! and DON AND DONNA GO TO BAT; however, the Office has 
intervened in only the MCLINTOCK! case. Subsequent letters have been sent to reject 


the claims to copyright in both works. 


OTHER PROJECTS AND INITIATIVES 


Work Distribution and Evaluation Assessment 


Representatives of the Division management staff and AFSCME Local 2910 had 
begun meetings in September 1995, to consider changing the system of distributing work 
in the sections and to assess the evaluation process, with particular focus on assessment 
of quality in the examiner’s job and to determine the role quantity should play in the 


evaluation process. These discussions continued by both the consultative group and with 
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staff. Models were developed based upon current performance requirements for 
distinguishing the different levels of quality of an examiner’s work. An agreement was 
reached and beginning on June 3, the Division began implementing the new distribution 


system for examiners as a pilot project. 


This new system allows examiners to take their own work from the shelves 
(except for a few limited categories) and decide for themselves how to balance the 
workload of examining new claims, handling correspondence and replies and other duties. 
The supervisors establish the priorities of materials to be taken during a given week. The 
system is in sharp contrast to the previous distribution system under which a fixed 
amount of new claims was distributed to each examiner each day or each week. The 
Renewals Section has worked under such a system for years so no changes occurred 
there. The Performing Arts Section experimented with the new system during the second 


quarter and found it to be very satisfactory to both staff and supervisors. 


Because this system represented a major change for most sections, much time and 
energy was devoted to planning for and implementing the new system. This included 
analyzing categories of work, rearranging shelves, creating new report forms, beginning 
work on an automated spreadsheet to compile and analyze statistics and holding periodic 
meetings with examiners to fine tune the system. On the average, more claims are being 
examined each week than under the old system and most examiners prefer having control 


over and responsibility for managing their own work.The system is also intended to allow 
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more time for the supervisors to spend evaluating the work of their staff members; all 


reports are that this effort has also been successful. 


Meetings between the Guild and management continue on a monthly basis with the 
purpose of assessing the progress of the pilot project and to complete discussions 
concerning a quantitative "baseline" figure for claims to be examined by the examining 


staff. 


R&P/Examining Working Group 


An interdivisional working group was established to discuss and resolve mutual 
workflow problems. The group, which meets bimonthly, was initially represented by 
section heads of both R&P and Examining Division. A Cataloging Division 


representative joined the group after a few meetings. 


#H# 


The Examining Division continued to address its mission to examine copyright 
submissions for registration in a timely manner, in spite of a serious staffing shortage, 
fewer work days and a persistent workload. Four staff members resigned, three were 
transferred to the Library, two retired, and one died, leaving a total staff of 116. This 


number is compared to a staff of 148 in 1993 when the voluntary retirement was offered 
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and the most recent government cutbacks began. The Division lost nine days of 
production because of the government furlough in October and the weather closings in 
January. On top of its normal workload, the Division had the task of implementing the 
Uruguay Round Agreements Act to provide for registration of works whose copyrights 
had been restored. The year ended with an historically high number of claims on hand to 
be examined and, in retrospect, it was the most difficult year since implementing the 


Copyright Act of 1976. 


APPENDIX TO ANNUAL REPORT 


WORKFLOW 


The workflow was extremely heavy for most of the year and was particularly 
affected by furloughs and weather closings. Overtime was offered in August and 
September for six weeks to help reduce the backlog which at the end of the year 
remained at an historical high for the three large sections. During the first part of the 
year, the Division continued to send technicians and clerks to various offices in the 
Receiving and Processing Division to assist with arrearages. This volunteer work 
ended, however, due to the mounting backlog in the Examining Division. The 
Division used details within the Division and trained detailees from the Cataloging 
and the Information and Reference Divisions to assist with examining claims. During 
the last quarter of the year, automation efforts were temporarily suspended and 
meetings were curtailed. Although these and other internal efforts have all helped in 
addressing the backlog, the more solid solution will be new staff. Postings for five or 


six examiners are anticipated early in the new fiscal year.

WORKFLOW IMPROVEMENTS 


Automation: Melissa Dadant continued to coordinate the Division’s automation 
efforts. All but eighteen staff members received new IBM Valuepoint computers 
during the past two years. Staff with the new computers were trained in their use and 
in WordPerfect 5.1 by the automation volunteers in their respective sections. New 


macros were created and guide letters were reformatted for the macros. 


The Division Automation Group consisting of Melissa, Jim Hulbert, Wayne 
Crist, Samantha Embrey and Claire Gardiner, devoted many hours to computer- 
related matters throughout the Division. They acted as trouble-shooters for individual 
problems and assisted the sections in the installation of new computers. Samantha 
continued to handle the problems relating to the correspondence macro used in the 
Division. Claire and Samantha developed a memo macro to be used in creating 
memoranda on line. Each member of the group contributed to putting the Division’s 
form letters on line. The Correspondence Unit completed the transition from carbon- 


set form letters to computer-generated form letters during the year. 


With the arrival of the network servers, Melissa organized the volunteer 
network administrators, assigned training sessions, coordinated working sessions and 


worked on the development of priorities in network use. The Correspondence Clerks 
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converted the Examining Division practices (EDs) and COMPENDIUM II to WP 5.1 


in preparation for making them available to staff on the Division network. 


Improvements were made in other areas: a systerh of virus detection was devised, 
COINS access software was developed, and e-mail access and training were provided 
for most staff. Several new printers were received and allocated to Section Heads and 


Team Leaders. 


Because of a moratorium on automation initiatives, requested by the Chief 
because of the workload, the automation activities were largely confined to trouble- 
shooting during the last quarter of the year. Work was begun on formulating the 
mothership for installation of the final phase of new computers. The Division 
Automation Group and representatives from the Copyright Automation Group began 
to meet monthly to plan and discuss further automation efforts and concerns that 


arise. 


At the end of the year decisions were made to upgrade to 16 Megabytes of 
RAM and to install Windows 95 on all PCs in the Division. The necessary hardware 


and licenses for software were purchased with FY96 funds. 
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Security: A system for key control was begun. The Division and Section Secretaries 
compiled a list of those possessing keys along with the number on the key and the 
door or cabinet to which it belongs. Melissa will be working to develop the key 


control system in the next few months. 


The sections were asked to keep their entry doors closed at all times as a 


security precaution. 


Melissa represented the division at several security meetings, engaging in 
discussion of ways to handle high-risk materials. She met with several individuals on 
upfront selection of CD-ROM materials, storage of deposits during processing and 
disposal of unwanted copies.She also assisted the Motion Picture team in developing 
new security procedures for adult motion pictures and she worked with section 
representatives to promote the use of a secure material cover sheet for deposits being 


transferred from one section to another. 


Each section assessed its handling of secure claims and made improvements 
where needed. The R&P Division began providing secure handling for works other 
than CD-ROMs and pornographic works. The Literary Section began using their CD- 


ROM Room to store this new category of claims in addition to CD-ROMS. 
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The VA Section developed and issued a procedure for examining secure items 


in VA, beginning with wearable deposits. 


CD-ROM Task Group: A task group was established to handle all CD-ROM claims 
as a means toward greater consistency and expertise in this area and to expand our 
Division’s cross-training efforts. The group will rotate to provide opportunity for all 
examiners to participate. The initial group was headed by Jeff Cole and consists of 
examiners from the three subject matter areas: Arnett Holloway, Susan Todd, Tom 
Simpson (Literary), John Ashley (Visual Arts), Linda Gill, Alice Parrish, and Geoff 


Simon (Performing Arts). 


In the Literary Section, the office formerly used by a second section head was 
converted into the Literary Section CD-ROM Room. This room now contains two 
computers with CD-ROM drives and will be used to receive Literary’s incoming CD- 
ROMs, to store CD-ROM claims awaiting examination, to examine the claims, to 
store CD-ROM deposits during correspondence and to store cleared CD-ROM claims 
awaiting delivery to Registration Numbering. The other two subject sections had 


already provided for secure handling and storage of their CD-ROM claims.
